Investigation o f Stories o f I>estltw- 
tlon Among Natives Brings Out 
Some Pa inful Information. 


In the Main the Conditions Preva il­ 
ing Among the Tribes Are 
\ ery Precarious. 


Washington, 
Nov. 
26.—Brigadier 
General Frederick Funston, command* 
Ing the department of Columbia, has [ 
submitted to the adjutant general of 
the army a report covering the results 
of his Investigation of reports of des­ 
titution 
among natives 
of Alaska. 
General Funston says his inspection 
was made in the summer season, and 
that as the destitution complained of 
occurs only in the winter the data he 


obtained was mostly from conversa­ 
tion with traders, missionaries, miners 
and other residents of the country. 
Most of the natives along the coast 
of Alaska. General Funston says, be­ 
long to the Thlinket race. 
They are 
Indians, not Esquimos, and he says 
there never has b een an y gen eral des­ 
titution among th em. 
Hut despite 
their general prosperity, General Funs­ 
ton says, there are some discouraging 
features regarding their condition, the 
pricipal ones being tuberculosis and 
liquor. 
The Yukon Indians are de­ 
clared to be in a mo re primitive state, 
but are honest and industrious. About 
the only reports of destitution among 
the natives of the interior of Alaska, 
General Funston say s, h av e b een re­ 
garding those on Co p p er river, but his 
information was that th ese Indians 
were trifling and worthless. Concern­ 
ing the Alaskan Esquiroo, General 
Funston says his co n ditio n has always 
been precarious, depending on success 
in hunting and fishing:. When the Es­ 
qulmos obtained breech loading rifles 
from the whalers in the *7<>‘s caribou 
were slaughtered in the most reckless 
fashion. There is now. General Funs­ 
ton says, a certain amount of destitu­ 
tion and occasional starvation among 
the Esqulmos of Bering sea and Cot x e­ 
bec sound, but It is not due to the min­ 
ers, but to conditions which prevailed 
years before the miners came to the 
shores of Bering sea. 
The native's all 
but ex terminated the caribou and also 
killed the walrus with the same reck­ 
less regard for the future. 
General 
Funston says that under favorable con­ 
ditions 
the 
reindeer 
enterprise 
In 
Alaskn will remove any cause which 
may now ex ist for destitution among 
the Esquimos. but that they are trill 
ing and improvident. He recommends 
that they b e put under control of the 
department of the interior and their 
aimless wandering and visits to min­ 
ing towns and all settlements of white 
men be prevented. 
He advises that 
under no circumstances should rations 
be distributed to them gratuitously. 
Concerning the Aleuts who inhabit the 
Alaskan peninsula and the adjacent 
coast and the Aleutian islands. Gen­ 
eral Funston says th%t although he 
never visited their country, he is ad­ 
vised that they are decreasing in num­ 
bers owing to the spread of tubercu­ 
losis, their fondness for liquor and the 
hard conditions of their life owing to 
the scarcity of game.

London, Nov. 25.—The Duke of Dev­ 
onshire presided and was the princi­ 
pal speaker at a great demonstration 
In Queen's hall here last night under 
the auspices of the Free Food League. 
It was the duke's first public speecu 
since his resignation as lord president 
of the council, and ti e first really Im­ 
portant meeting of the free fooders 
as an offset to the a ctive propaganda 
of the Tariff Reform League. 
The 
Duke of Devonshire outlined the ob­ 
ject of the constitution of the Free 
Food League, which he pointed out 
was formed a few months before the 
government’s declaration of its fiscal 
policy , therefore could not have been 
formed for any purpose of hostility to 
the government. 
The name of the 
lea gue indicated the purpose thereof. 
There might be differences of opinion 
concerning the ex tent to which retal­ 
iation might legitim a tely go. 
Some 
members of the league were not alto­ 
gether opposed to some form of pro­ 
tection, but they were all united*and 
prepared to resist to the utmost the 
Imposition of any protective tax ation 
on food, or protective duties generally . 
He him self claimed the right to oppose 
any thing in the nature of return to 
protection. 
A reference to J oseph 
Chamberlain was greeted with min­ 
gled cheers and hisses. 
The lolloping resolution was passed 
by 
an 
overwhelming vote: 
“ This 
meeting, while prepared to consider in 
a friendly spirit any measure the gov­ 
ernment may submit to parliament In 
special ca ses for mitigating the ef­

Chicago, N o t. 25.—The strike of the 
employ es of the Chicago City Street 
Railway company was settled at an 
early hour this morning at a conferrn 
once between the may or and the al­ 
dermanic peace committee, President 
Hamilton and E. R. Bliss, counsel for 
the company , and the ex ecutive board 
of the local union of the strikers. The 
basis on which the settlem ent was 
reached is a complete victory for the 
company as far as the original de­ 
mands of the men ere concerned. The 
agreement reached was ratified at a 
meeting of the men at 9 o'clock this 
morning, and traffic on a1! the lines of 
the company was resumed today . 
The only important concession made 
by the company was an agreement to 
reinstate all the strikers, including 
the outside unions who went out in 
sy mpathy with the trainmen, with the 
ex ception of those who resorted to 
violence during tho trouble. 
The ar­ 
bitration of the wage sca le is to be a c­ 
cording to the wages paid outside of 
Chicago and not on the basis of the 
local street railway s. 
These are the 
two points that have been stumbling 
blocks to a peaceable adjustment of 
the strike for the past week. 
The 
company has insisted 
that it pay s 
higher wages than any similar corpor­ 
ation in the country . 
The men were 
fearful that the arbitration on the 
sca le paid in other cities would de­ 
crea se their wages, and they fought 
itubbornly for their point. 


Operating Under Difficulties. 
Chicago, Nov. 25.—Cut wires, plug­ 
ged cable slots and manholes 
filled 
with debris caused the City Railway 
company all manner of trouble y ester­ 
day in operating its State street car 
line. 
There was comparatively no vio­ 
lence offered to the men handling the 
cars, which were as usual guarded by 
the 
police, 
but as soon as the cars 
had passed 
the crowd would swarm 
upon the tracks, drive spikes in the 
cable slot and fill the manholes with 
stones. 
The cars when running be­ 
tween 89 th and 61st streets were com­ 
pelled to take from fifteen to twenty 
minutes to run a square.

cleared up by the confession of Gus­ 
ta ve Marks, who was arrested last Sat­ 
urday night for ta© murder of Detec­ 
tive J ohn Quinn, whom Marks shot 
down while try ing to escape arrest. 
Harvey VanDlne and Peter Neide 
meier are named by Marks as his ac 
com plices in the car barn murders. 
According to Marks’ story the three 
men went to the office of the railroad 
company for the purpose of robbery . 
Marks say s that when he ordered the 
men to throw up their hands they 
obey ed, but Neidemeier burst in the 
window of the office and commenced 
shooting.

Our lesson Is entitled “ David s charge 
to Solomon,” but that is covered by 
verses 9 and IO; the verses preceding 
give David’s charge to Israel through 
her representative men; but the com­ 
plete charge both to Solomon and to 
the people includes at least the last two 
verses of this chapter and the first five 
of the nex t. 
The address to both con­ 
cerns very largely the temple which 
David had it in his heart to build and 
for which he made abundant provision, 
but concerning which God said unto 
him, “ Thou shalt not build an bouse 
for-my name because thou hast been a 
man of war and hast shed blood” 
(verses 1-3). 
Many things suggest themselves to 
the mind of a child of God which seem 
both to the believer and to his intimate 
friends to be good and right, but the 
suggestions are not of God. 
On the 
other hand. God sometimes tells a be­ 
liever to do that which seems contrary 
to the common sense and good J udg­ 
ment both of himself and his fellow be­ 
lievers. 
Even Nathan, the prophet, 
thought that David’s purpose to build 
a temple was all right, and he at first 
encouraged him in it (I Chron, x vii, 1,2). 
The apostle Paul thought that he 
ought to preach the word in Asia and 
In Bithy mia on his way west during 
his second tour, but the Spirit forbade 
him to do so at that time (Acts x vi, 6, 
7). 
And what could seem more con­ 
trary to ail sound judgment of men 
than to build a great vessel with no 
water in sight, to ex pect a sea to di­ 
vide, a river to stop flowing, a city ’s 
wa lls to fall down by unseen hands, 
five loaves of bread to feed 5,000 men 
or to roll away a stone from a tomb 
and ex pect a corrupting body to come 
forth in health? 
But these are only 
parts of Ills way s, and bow’ little a por­ 
tion we hear of Him? 
(J ob x x vi, 14; 
see also R. V.) 
In creation and in re­ 
demption God in Christ wa s the only 
worker, and in the daily life of each 
believer it must be His working which 
worketh in us, or it will prove to be 
wood, hay and stubble, which must be 
burned up (Phil, ii, 13; Col. i. 29 ; I Cor. 
iii, 14, 15). 
God is ever working all things after 
the counsel of H is own will, according 
to the eternal purpose which He pur­ 
posed in Christ J esus our Lord (Eph. 
i, ll; UL ll). Abel and Seth, not Caln; 
Isaac, not Ishmael; J acob, not Esau; 
J udah, not Reuben or the others; Da­ 
vid, not Eliab; Solomon, not Nathan, 
are the chosen sons of men through 
whom the Son of Man is to come who 
will Himself be the true Temple and 
Tabernacle (J ohn ii, 19 -21; Heb. rill, I, 
2); a lw the chief corner stone of the 
building now being completed (Eph. ii, 
19 -21). and the soil of David to sit on 
David’s throne and reign over the 
house of J acob forever (Luke i, 31-33). 
The throne of David at J erusalem is 
the only throne on earth that has ever 
been called the throne of the Lord 
(verse 5; chap. x x ii, 23; II Chron, ix , 
8» , and J erusalem is the only city on 
earth that will be called “ the throne of 
tile Lord” (J er UL 17), and the only 
thing that I have found in Scripture 
tha t God say s He will do with His 
whole heart and soul Is that He will 
place Israel in their own land, give 
them one heart and one way to fear 
Him and make them His people in the 
sight of all nations (J er. x x x li, 37-42). 
It is part of H is eternal purpose, and 
Ile will do in spite of all tile caviling 
and unbelief of J ews and gentiles. 
Let us give special attention In the 
remaln&’r of our meditation to the 
charge to Solomon and take what we 
can of it to our own hearts. 
On April 
23, 1886, verse 9 was made a very spe­ 
cial blessing to my soul as I rode on the 
train from Scranton to Philadelphia. 
A memorandum on the margin of my 
Bible reminds me of this, and the bless 
ing lasts to this day . 
There is nothing 
greater than to know God (J er. ix , IS, 
24; J ohn x vii, 3; Xiv. 9 ; Phil. ill, IO; II 
Pet. iii, 18), to know Him as our Father 
through 
J esus Christ, for no 
man 
knoweth the Father save the Son, and 
he to whomsoever the Son will reveal 
Him (Matt. x i. 27). 
There are no chil­ 
dren of God, according to the Scrip­ 
tures, ex cept those who are born of 
God by receiving J esus Christ as their 
Saviour, who also created all things 
(J ohn L 1-13). Then to serve Him with 
a perfect or whole heart and a willing 
mind, remembering that He sen re beth 
and understa nder all the imaginations 
of the thoughts of our hearts—this is 
life in earnest. Concerning the perfect 
heart sin* Cen. x vii, I; Heb. x iii. 20. 
As truly as the palace which Solomon 
was to build was not for man, but for 
the Ix mi God, so the daily life of every 
believer is first of all for the kingdom 
of Got I and His righteousness (chap. 
xxJ x, I; Matt. vL 33). 
Let the word* 
“ Take heed; be strong and do; be 
strong and of good courage and do; 
fear not nor be dismay ed,” and the 
other words of verses IO and 20 be com­ 
pared with IX1 ut. x x x !, 6, 8; J osh. I, 5-0: 
Hag. it 4. 5. and then humbly but hon­ 
estly appropriate as y our very own 
God’s special personal message to y our 
own soul, and, like David, y ou will find 
y our affection set upon the house of 
y our God. and with all y our might y ou 
will prepare the way of the Lord, and 
others will be led to rejoice and offer 
willingly to do likewise (chap. x x ix , 2, 
3. 9 ). 
Both in salvation and service 
ail is of God. The greatness, the pow­ 
er, the glory , are all His. 
Ail riches 1 
and hdnor come from Him; all power 
and might are His, and ail He asks of 
us is to be wholly and willingly His for j 
His pleasure and seek Him and His 
will only and alway s.

“ The spirit o f the Lo rd is upo n me, j 
ami he hath ano inted me to blo w the 
trumpet in the wilderness and so und 
an alarm in the fo rest, fo r, beho ld, the 
tribes o f the heathen arc ro undabo ut 
y o ur do o rs, and a devo uring flame fo l­ 
lo weth after them!” 
Every sleeper in the cabin sat up­ 
rig ht o r stim*d. We said in whispered 
cho rus:
